VI RGI NI A RACI NG COMM SSI ON

CHAPTER 180.
MEDI CATI ON.

11 VAC 10-180-10. Definitions.

The follow ng words and ternms when used in this chapter
shal | have the foll owing neani ng unl ess the context clearly
i ndi cates ot herw se:

"Bl eeder” nmeans a horse which has been di agnosed as
suffering from exercise-induced pul nonary henorrhage based on
external or endoscopic exam nation by the conmm ssion
veterinarian, licensee's veterinarian or private practitioner
who is a permt holder.

"Bl eeder list" neans a tabulation of all bleeders to be
mai nt ai ned by the stewards.

"Comm ssi on" neans the Virginia Raci ng Conm ssi on.

"Controll ed substance"” neans a drug, substance or i medi ate
precusor in Schedules | through VI of the Virginia Drug
Control Act (Va. Code 854.1-3400 et seqg.) or any substance
included in the five classification schedules of the U S.
Uni form Control |l ed Substances Act ef21970 (21 USC § 801 301 et

seq.) .

"I njectabl e substance"” neans a liquid or solid substance,
which may require the addition of a liquid via a needle and
syringe to change it froma solid into a |liquid, contained in
a vial with a rubber top which can be accessed and
adm ni stered only via a needle and syringe.

"Li censed veterinarian" neans a veterinarian who holds a
valid license to practice veterinary nmedi cine and surgery
under the applicable laws of the jurisdiction in which such
person's practice is principally conducted.




"Permtted race day substances" nmeans only substances that
are aeR not performance altering and are adm ni stered enby
oIer for the benefit and wel fare of the horse.

"Prescription substance" nmeans any substance which is
adm ni stered or di spensed by or on the order of a prvate
practitioner—whot+s—apermt—holder— |icensed veterinarian
for the purpose of nmedical treatnment of an animal patient when
a bona fide doctor-patient relationship has been established.

"Primary | aboratory” neans a facility designated by the
conm ssion for the testing of test sanples.

"Prohi bited substance"” neans any drug, nedication or
chem cal foreign to the natural horse, whether natural or
synthetic, or a netabolite or analog thereof, the use of which
is not expressly permtted by the regulations of the
comm ssi on.

"Race day" neans the period between m dni ght before a race
and post-time for the race in which the horse is entered to
start.

"Reference | aboratory” neans a facility designated by the
conm ssion for the testing of split sanples.

"Subst ance" neans any drug, nmedication or chenm cal foreign
to the natural horse or human bei ng, whether natural or
synthetic, or a nmetabolite or anal og thereof.

"Test sanple" neans any sanple of blood, urine, saliva or
ti ssue obtained froma horse or person for the purpose of
| aboratory testing for the presence of substances.

"Tubi ng" means the adm nistration to a horse of any
substance via a naso-gastric tube.

11 VAC 10-180-20. Cenerally.

A. Race day prohibitions. No person shall adm nister any



substance to a horse on race day other than those substances
expressly permtted by the conmm ssion. Substances permtted by
t he comm ssion shall be nonperformance altering and
adm ni stered only for the benefit and wel fare of the horse.

B. Tubing of horses prohibited. The tubing or dosing of any
horse for any reason on race day is prohibited, unless
adm ni stered for medical enmergency purposes by a prvate
practitioner—whoi+s—apermt—holder— |icensed veterinarian in
whi ch case the horse shall be scratched. The practice of
adm ni stration of any substance, via a tube or dose syringe,
into a horse's stomach on race day is considered a violation
of this chapter.

C. Possession of needles prohibited. No permt—holder
person, except a veterinarian holding a valid veterinarian's

permt or an assistant under his imrediate supervision, shal
have in his possession within the enclosure any hypoderm c
syringe or needle or any instrunent capable of being used for
the injection of any substance.

D. Possession of injectables prohibited. No permt—holder
person, except a veterinarian holding a valid veterinarian's

permt or an assistant under his immediate supervision, shal
have in his possession within the enclosure any injectable
subst ance.

E. Prescription substances for ani mal use. No permt—holder
person, except a veterinarian holding a valid veterinarian's
permt or an assistant under his immedi ate supervision, shal
have in his possession within the enclosure of a horse racing
facility any prescription substance for ani mal use unl ess:

1. The permt—holder person actually possesses, within
the encl osure of the horse racing facility, docunentary

evidence that a prescription has been issued to himfor the

substance by a private—practitioner—wiois—apermt—holder

licensed veterinarian;

2. The prescription substance is | abeled with a dosage



for the horse or horses to be treated with the prescription
subst ance; and

3. The horse or horses naned in the prescription are
t hen under the care and supervision of the pernit hol der and
are then stabled within the enclosure of the horse racing
facility.

F. Possession of substances. No veterinarian or permt
hol der shall possess or adm nister any substance to a horse
stabled within the enclosure:

1. That has not been approved by the U S. Food and Drug
Adm ni stration, pursuant to the Federal Food, Drug and
Cosnetic Act, (21 USC § 36 301 et seq.); or

2. That is on the U. S. Drug Enforcenent Agency's
Schedule I or Schedule Il of controlled substances as prepared
by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 21
USC 88 811 and 812.

G. Human use of needl es and substances. Notw t hstandi ng
t hese regul ations, a permt holder or veterinarian may possess
within the enclosure of a horse racing facility a substance
for use on his person, providing the permt holder or
veterinarian possesses docunentary evidence that a valid
medi cal prescription has been issued to the permt hol der or
veterinarian.

Not wi t hst andi ng these regul ations, a permt hol der or
veterinarian my possess within the enclosure of a horse
racing facility a hypoderm c syringe or needle for the purpose
of adm nistering to himself a substance, provided that the
permt hol der has docunentary evidence that the substance can
only be adm nistered by injection and that the substance to be
adm ni stered by injection has been prescribed for him

11 VAC 10-180-30. Bl eeders.

A. Exam nation of bleeders. A horse which is alleged to



have bled in Virginia nust be physically exam ned by the
conm ssion veterinarian, |icensee's veterinarian or private
practitioner who is a permt holder in order to confirmthe
horse's inclusion on the bleeder list. The veterinarians may
conclude a horse is a bl eeder under the follow ng

ci rcunst ances:

1. If the exam nation takes place i mediately foll ow ng
the race or exercise and before the horse | eaves the racing
surface, a veterinarian may conclude the horse is a bl eeder
and an endoscopic exam nation is not required for inclusion on
t he bl eeder list; or

2. If the exam nation takes place after the horse | eaves
the racing surface but within 90 m nutes followi ng the finish
of a race or exercise in which the horse participated, a
veterinarian shall require an endoscopic exam nation for
i nclusion on the bl eeder 1|ist.

B. Confirmation of a bleeder. The comm ssion veterinari an,
i censee's veterinarian or private practitioner who is a
perm t hol der, shall decide, based upon his experience and
pr of essi onal training, whether the horse suffers from
exerci se-i nduced pul nonary henorrhage and shoul d be placed on
the bl eeder list. The confirmation of a bl eeder shall be
certified in witing by the conm ssion veterinarian,
i censee's veterinarian or private practitioner who is a
permt holder, and the horse shall be placed on the bl eeder
list. The confirmation of a bleeder shall be filed with the
comm ssion within 30 three days of the confirmation. Upon
request, a copy of the certification shall be provided to the
owner of the horse or his agent.

C. Posting of bleeder list. The bl eeder |ist shall be
mai nt ai ned by the stewards, with the assistance of the
conm ssion veterinarian, and shall be made avail abl e upon
request. No horse shall be renoved fromthe bl eeder |ist
wi t hout the approval of the stewards.

D. Recovery period. If its determ ned that a horse has bl ed



as determ ned by this chapter, the horse shall be placed on
the bl eeders |ist and may not be permtted to race for at

| east 10 days. If a horse is determ ned to have bled within
365 days of the first occurrence, the horse may not race for
the follow ng periods of tinme:

1. 30 days after the first reoccurrence;
2. 90 days after the second reoccurrence; and

3. The horse shall be barred fromracing forever at the race
neetings licensed by the comm ssion after the third
reoccurrence.

For the purpose of counting the nunber of days a horse is
not permtted to race in neetings |icensed by the comm ssion,
the day the horse bled is the first day of the recovery
period, and the horse shall be permtted to race in neetings
i censed by the conm ssion when the |ast day of the recovery
period under this chapter expired.

E. Bleeders fromother jurisdictions. The conm ssion
veterinarian my designate a horse as a bl eeder from anot her
jurisdiction dpon—+eceipt—of—docurentation based upon
information received fromthat jurisdiction confirm ng that
the horse is a bl eeder—providing and that the requirenents
for inclusion on the bleeder list in Virginia have been
sati sfi ed.

11 VAC 10-180-40. Collection of sanples.

A. Test barn. All test sanples shall be collected in the
test barn under the supervision of the comm ssion veterinarian
or his designee. The comm ssion veterinarian, may at his
di scretion, permt test sanples to be collected in the horse's
stall or any other |ocation he deens appropriate. Under these
ci rcunmst ances, the conmm ssion veterinarian shall informthe
stewards of his decision.

B. Horses to be tested. The stewards or conm sSSi on



veterinarian nmay, at any time, order the taking of test
sanples fromany horse stabled within the encl osure of the
horse racing facility, prior to racing or after racing

i ncluding qualifying races and official tinmed workouts for the

stewards or comm ssion veterinarian. However, the stewards
shall designate at | east one horse fromeach race for the
coll ection of test sanples.

C. Collection procedure.

1. The trainer and-greoemof or a permt holder

desi gnated by the trainer shall acconpany a horse sent to the
test barn, and witness the collection and splitting of the
sanpl es. fe+r—the—collectionoftest—sanples The trainer or a
permt holder designated by the trainer shall cooperate with
the comm ssion veterinarian and the comm ssion's veterinary
technicians in the perfornmance of their duties. The trainer or

a permt hol der designated by the trainer must renain with the

horse until the horse is released fromthe test barn.

2. Horses, from which sanples are to be collected, shal
be escorted, followng the race, directly to the test barn by
the comm ssion's veterinary technicians and the horses shall
remain in the test barn until released by the conmm ssion
veterinari an.

3. Stable equipnent, other than that which is necessary
for washing and cooling out of a horse, is prohibited in the
test barn. A private practitioner may attend a horse in the
test barn only in the presence of the comm ssion veterinarian
or the comm ssion's veterinary technicians.

4. During the collection of test sanples, the owner,
trainer or an assistant designated by the owner or trainer,
shall be present and witness the collection of the test
sanple, the splitting of the sanple and sealing of containers.
In the case of a clainmed horse, the owner or trainer, or an
assi stant designated by the owner or trainer in whose nane the
horse started, shall be present to witness the coll ection of
the test sanpl es.



5. The test and split sanples collected froma horse
shal | have identification tags affixed. One portion of the
tag, bearing a printed identification nunber, shall remain
with the sealed test and split sanples, and the other portion
of the tag bearing the sane printed identification nunbers
shal | be detached in the presence of the w tness. The
conn1SS|on—s—#e%e#+na#y—%eehn+e+an veterinarian or his

desi gnee shall on the detached portion of the tags identify
the horse fromwhich the test and split sanples were

coll ected, the race and date, and other information deened
appropriate. The detached portion of the tag shall be

wi t nessed by the ewner—ortralner—or—an—-assistant—designated
by—the—owner—or—trainer or a permt holder designated by the

trainer, and shall be deL+¥eLed—L9—Lhe—egnn¥ss+9n—5—geﬂe#aL
bus#ness—e#i+ee retai ned by the conm ssion veterinarian for

saf ekeepi ng.

6. A horse's identity shall be confirnmed by exam ning
its lip-tattoo nunber ,or for a Standardbred, its freeze brand
nunber. A horse that has not been |ip-tattooed ,or a
St andardbred that has not been freeze branded, shall be
reported i nmedi ately to the stewards.

7. If, after a horse remains for a reasonable time in
the test barn, a test sanple of urine cannot be collected from
t he horse, the comm ssion veterinarian may, at his discretion,
collect a test sanple of blood or permt the horse to be
returned to its barn where a test sanple may be coll ected
under the supervision of the comm ssion veterinarian or the
comm ssion's veterinary technicians.

11 VAC 10-180-50. Laboratory findings and reports.

A. Primary testing | aboratory. The conmm ssion shal
designate a primary testing | aboratory for the anal ysis of
test sanpl es coll ected under the supervision of the conm ssion
veterinarian. The comm ssion shall designate a chief racing
chem st within the primary testing | aboratory who shall have
the authority to report his findings to the executive



secretary of the conm ssion, the stewards and the conm ssion
veterinari an.

B. Reference | aboratories. The conmm ssion shall designate
one or nore |aboratories, other than the primary testing
| aboratory, as references | aboratories. These | aboratories
wi Il conduct confirmatory analysis of split sanples as—shipped
by—the—ecomm-ssi-on—veterinaran. Any reference | aboratory nust
be accredited by the Association of Raci ng Conm ssioners
| nternational and be willing to accept split sanples for
confirmatory testing. Any reference | aboratory shall send
results to both the person requesting the testing and the
commi ssi on.

C. Chief racing chem st's responsibilities. The chi ef
racing chem st shall be responsible for safeguardi ng and
anal yzing the test sanples delivered to the primary testing
| aboratory. It shall be the chief racing chemst's
responsibility to maintain proper equipnent, adequate staffing
and acceptabl e procedures to thoroughly and accurately analyze
test sanples submtted to the primary testing | aboratory.

D. Reporting procedures. The chief racing chem st shal
submt to the executive secretary of the comm ssion, the
stewards and the conm ssion veterinarian a witten report as
to each test sanple analyzed, indicating by identification tag
nunber, whether the test sanple was negative or there was a
chem cal identification

E. Chem cal identifications. If the chief racing chem st
determ nes that there is present in the test sanple a
substance or netabolites of a substance foreign to the natural
horse, except those specifically permtted by the regul ations
of the comm ssion, he shall submt a report of chem cal
identification to the executive secretary of the conm ssion,
the stewards and the comm ssion veterinarian. In a report of
chem cal identification, the chief racing chem st shall submt
evi dence acceptable in the scientific comunity and adm ssible
in court in support of his determ nation.



F. Review of chem cal identifications. Upon receipt of a
report of a chemcal identification fromthe chief racing
chem st, the stewards shall conduct a review of the chem cal
identification which shall include but not be limted to the
chief racing chem st~ and the comm ssion veterinarian anrdthe

conmi-ssion-s veterinary-pharmacologicalconsultant. During the

review, the follow ng procedures shall apply:

1. Al references to the report of a chem cal
identification shall be only by the identification tag nunber
of the sanple collected fromthe horse;

2. The chief racing chem st shall submt his witten
report of the chem cal identification and the evidence
supporting his finding;

3. The eenm-ssion-—s—veterinary-pharmacologiecal

consultant commi ssion veterinarian shall submt a witten
statenment to the stewards including but not limted to the
classification of the substances and its probable effect on a

racehor se,—and—the efficacy of the substance at the levels
foundin-the test sanple,;

4. The stewards may ask questions at any tinme and
request further docunmentation as they deem necessary;

5. If the chem cal identification involves a Class 1 or
Cl ass 2 substance, as specified by this regulation, then the
stewards shall determ ne that the chem cal identification
constitutes a violation of the regulations of the conm ssion
and it is deened a positive test result;

6. If the chem cal identification and quantification
involves a Class 3, Class 4 or Class 5 substance, as specified
by this regulation, then the stewards shall determ ne whet her
the chem cal identification does or does not constitute a
violation of the regul ations of the comm ssion and whether it
shoul d be deened a positive test result;

7. In the event of a positive test result, the stewards

shall notify the trainer of the horse—na—witing~ of his
right to send the split sanple collected fromthe horse to one

of the reference | aboratories, designated by the conmm ssion,
for confirmatory testing;

8. The stewards shall take no disciplinary action
agai nst any permt holder until the results of confirmatory
testing are received, and the findings shall be a part of the

record of any subsequent infermal—fact-finding—conference
heari ng; and

9. The chief racing chem st's report of a chem cal
identification, the egﬂn¥ss+eﬂ—s—¥e%e#+na#y~pha#naee¥eg+ea#
consutant—s conm ssion veterinarian's witten statenent, the
results of confirmatory testing and any ot her docunentation
submtted to the stewards shall becone part of the record of
any subsequent proceedi ngs.

G Barred fromracing. No horse fromwhich a positive test
sanpl e was col |l ected shall be permtted to race until the
st ewards have made a final determnation in the matter. Such a
horse shall not be immune fromresulting disciplinary action
by the stewards or the conmm ssion.

H. Frozen sanples. Unconsuned portions of all test sanples
tested by the primary testing | aboratory will be maintained in
a frozen state until thelast sanple of the race reeting+s
cleared by the chief racing chem st and perm ssion for their
di sposal is obtained fromthe Senior Commpnwealth Steward. Ia

. Split sanples. The comm ssion veterinarian or his
desi gnee shall determ ne a m ninmum test sanple requirenment for
to the primary testing | aboratory. If the test sanple
collected is |l ess than the m ni mum requirenent, then the

entire test sanple shall be sent to the primary | aboratory.

If the sanple collected is greater than the m ni num
sanpl e requirenent but less than tw ce that anmpunt, the
portion of the test sanple that is greater than the m ni num
test sanple requirenment shall be secured as the split sanple.

If the test sanple collected is greater than twi ce the
m ni mum test sanple requirenment, a portion of the sanple
approxi mately equal to the test sanple shipped to the primary
testing | aboratory shall be secured as the split sanple.

J. Storage of split sanples. Split sanples shall be stored
in secured location inside a | ocked freezer in accordance with
the foll ow ng procedures:

1. Split sanples shall be secured in the test barn in
t he same manner as the portion of the test sanple acquired for
shipment to the primary | aboratory until such tinme as test
sanpl es are packed and secured for shipment to the primary
| abor at ory.

2. Upon shipnent of the test sanples to the primry
| aboratory, the split sanples shall be transferred to the
| ocked freezer by the conm ssion veterinarian who shall be
responsi bl e for securing possession of the keys.

3. The freezer for storage of split sanples shall be
opened only for depositing or renmoving split sanples, for
i nventory, or for checking the condition of split sanples.

4. \Whenever the freezer used for storage of split
sanples is opened, it shall be attended by the comm ssion
veterinarian or his designee and a representative of the
horsemen if the respective horsenen's associ ation has provided

a representative. In the case that the split sanples froma
race nust be secured in the freezer and no horsenmen's
representative is present, the comm ssion veterinarian or his
desi gnee shall be in attendance.

5. A log shall be naintained each tinme the freezer used
for storage of split sanples is opened to specify each person
in attendance, the purpose for opening the freezer,
identification of split sanples deposited or renoved, the date
and tinme the freezer was opened, and the time the freezer was
| ocked.

6. Any evidence of a malfunction of the freezer used for
storage of split sanples or evidence that split sanples are
not in a frozen condition shall be docunented in the |og and
i medi ately reported to the stewards.

K. Shi pment of split sanples. The trainer or owner of the
horse shall have 48 hours fromreceipt of the—-witten notice
of a positive test result to request that the split sanple be
shi pped to one of the reference | aboratories designated by the
conm ssion and the split sanple shall be shipped to the
requested reference | aboratory wthinan—-additional—48—-hours.
The cost of shipnment and additional testing shall be paid by
the permt holder requesting the testing of the split sanple.

L. Chain of custody form The conmm ssion veterinarian, or
hi s desi gnee, shall be responsible for the conpletion of a
chain of custody verification formthat shall provide a place
for recording the follow ng information:

1. Date and tine the split sanple is renoved fromthe
freezer;

2. The test sanpl e nunber;
3. The address of the reference | aboratory;

4. The nanme and address where the split sanple package
is to be taken for shipnment to the reference | aboratory;

5. Verification of retrieval of the split sanple from
the freezer;

6. Verification that each specific step of the split

sanpl e packagi ng procedure is in accordance with the
recommended procedure;

7. Verification of the address of the reference
| aboratory on the split sanple package;

8. Verification of the condition of the split sanple
package i mredi ately prior to the transfer of custody to the
carrier for shipment to the reference | aboratory;

9. The date and tinme custody of the split sanpl e package
was transferred to the carrier; and

10. The comm ssion veterinarian, or his designee, and
the trainer or owner of the horse, or his designee, shal
w tness, attest and sign the form and a copy of the form
shall be supplied to the trainer or owner.

11. In the event that the trainer or owner of the horse,
or his designee, is not present, the conmm ssion veterinarian
shall not renove the split sanple fromthe freezer or ship the
split sanple to a reference | aboratory.

M Packaging the split sanple. The foll owi ng procedures
shall apply to the packagi ng of the split sanpl e:

1. The split sanple shall be renoved fromthe freezer by
the comm ssion veterinarian, or his designee, in the presence
of the trainer or owner, or his designee.

2. The trainer or owner, or his designee, shall pack the
split sanple, in the presence of the conmm ssion veterinarian
or his designee, in accordance with the instructions supplied
by the reference | aboratory.

3. The exterior of the package shall be secured and
identified with initialed tape, evidence tape or other neans
to prevent tanmpering with the package.

4. The package containing the split sanple shall be

transported in the presence of the conm ssion veterinarian, or
hi s desi gnee, and the trainer or owner, or his designee, to
the | ocation where custody is transferred to the delivery
carrier for shipnment to the reference | aboratory.

5. The comm ssion veterinarian, or his designee, and the
trai ner or owmer, or his designee, shall inspect the package
containing the split sanple immediately prior to transfer to
the delivery carrier to verify that the package is intact and
has not been tanpered wth.

6. The comm ssion veterinarian, or his designee, and the
trai ner or ower, of his designee, shall conplete the chain of
custody verification form

11 VAC 10-180-60. Medi cati ons and substances.

A. Disciplinary actions. The stewards may, at their
di scretion, refer to the follow ng guidelines in inposing a
di sciplinary action upon a permt holder for a positive test
result for one of the five classifications listed in
subsection B of this section. However, the stewards may, at
their discretion and in consideration of the circunstances,
i npose a greater or |lesser disciplinary action. The guidelines
are:

1. Class 1--One to five years suspension and at | east
$5, 000 fine and | oss of purse;

2. Class 2--Six nonths to one year suspension and $1, 500
to $2,500 fine and | oss of purse;

3. Class 3--Sixty days to six nonths suspension and up
to $1,500 fine and | oss of purse;

4. Class 4--Fifteen to 60 days suspension and up to $1, 000
fine and | oss of purse;

5. Class 5--Zero to 15 days suspension with a possible
| oss of purse and/or fine.

6. For cinetidine, dicounerol, griseofulvin,
i soxsuprine, ranitdine, sulfa and tetram sole--first offense:
$500 fine; second offense: 15-day suspension and
di squalification.

7. For procaine, o-desnethyl pyrilamne--if the stewards
determ ne that the drug was adm ni stered nore than 48 hours
before race day, first offense: $500 fine; second offense: 15-
day suspension and disqualification.

8. For procaine, o-desnethyl pyrilamne--if the stewards
determ ne that the drug was adm ni stered within 48 hours of
race day, first offense: 15-day suspensi on and
di squalification; second offense: nore stringent disciplinary
action.

9. For nethyl predni sol one--first offense, if found in
urine only: $250 fine, or if found in urine and bl ood: 15-day
suspensi on and disqualification; second offense: 15-day
suspensi on and di squalification.

B. Cl asses of prohibited substances. The cl asses of
pr ohi bi ted substances are:

1. Class 1. Drugs found in this class are substances
whi ch are potent stimulants of the nervous system and incl uded
in this class are opiates, opiumderivatives, synthetic
opi ods, psychoactive drugs, anphetam nes and U.S. Drug
Enf orcenment Agency (DEA) Scheduled | and Il drugs. Drugs in
this class have no generally accepted nedical use in the
racehorse and their pharmacol ogi cal potential for altering the
performance of a racehorse is very high.

2. Class 2. Drugs found in this class have a high
potential for affecting the outcone of a race. Mst drugs in
this class are generally not accepted therapeutic agents in
t he racehorse. Many drugs in this class are products intended
to alter consciousness or the psychic state of humans, and
have no approved or indicated use in the horse. Sone drugs in
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this class, such as injectable |ocal anesthetics, have
legitimate use in equine nedicine, but should not be found in
a racehorse. The follow ng groups of drugs are in this class:

a. Opiate partial agonists, or agonist-antagonists;

b. Non-opiate psychotropic drugs, which nay have
stimul ant, depressant, anal gesic or neuroleptic effects;

c. Mscell aneous drugs which m ght have a sti nul ant
effect on the central nervous system (CNS);

d. Drugs with prom nent CNS depressant action;

e. Antidepressant and antipsychotic drugs, with or
wi t hout prom nent CNS stinulatory or depressant effects;

f. Muscl e blocking drugs which have a direct
neur onuscul ar bl ocki ng acti on;

g. Local anesthetics which have a reasonabl e
potential for use as nerve bl ocking agents (except procaine);
and

h. Snake venons and ot her bi ol ogi cal substances which
may be used as nerve bl ocking agents.

3. Class 3. Drugs found in this class may or nmay not
have an accepted therapeutic use in the horse. Many are drugs
t hat affect the cardiovascul ar, pul nmonary and autonom c
nervous systems. They all have the potential of affecting the
performance of a racehorse. The foll owi ng groups of drugs are
in this class:

a. Drugs affecting the autonom c nervous system which
do not have prom nent CNS effects, but which do have prom nent
cardi ovascul ar or respiratory system effects (bronchodil ators
are included in this class);

b. A local anesthetic which has nerve bl ocking
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potential but also a high potential for producing urine
residue levels froma nmethod of use not related to the
anesthetic effect of the drug (procaine);

c. Mscellaneous drugs with mld sedative action,
such as the sleep inducing antihistam nes;

d. Primary vasodil ati ng/ hypotensi ve agents; and

e. Potent diuretics affecting renal function and body
fluid conposition.

4. Class 4. This class of drugs is conprised primarily
of therapeutic nedications routinely used in racehorses. These
drugs may influence performance but generally have a nore
limted ability to do so. The follow ng groups of drugs are in
this class:

a. Nonopi ate drugs which have a mld centra
anal gesi c effect;

b. Drugs affecting the autonom c nervous system which
do not have prom nent CNS, cardiovascular or respiratory
ef fects:

(1) Drugs used solely as topical vasconstrictors
or decongest ants;

(2) Drugs used as gastrointestinal antispasnodics;
(3) Drugs used to void the urinary bl adder; and

(4) Drugs with a nmajor effect on CNS vascul ature
or smooth nuscle of visceral organs.

c. Anti histam nes which do not have a significant CNS
depressant effect (This does not include Hl bl ocking agents,
which are listed in Class 5);

d. M neral ocorticoid drugs;
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e. Skeletal nuscle relaxants;

f. Anti-inflammatory drugs--those that may reduce
pain as a consequence of their anti-inflammtory actions,
whi ch i ncl ude:

(1) Non-Steroidal Anti-Inflamatory Drugs
(NASAI Ds) --aspirin-1like drugs;

(2) Corticosteroids (glucocorticoids); and
(3) M scellaneous anti-inflamatory agents.

g. Anabolic and/or androgenic steroids or both and
ot her drugs;

h. Less potent diuretics;
i . Cardiac glycosides and antiarrhythm cs incl uding:
(1) Cardiac glycosides;

(2) Antirryhthm c agents (exclusive of |idocaine,
bretylium and propranol ol);

(3) M scellaneous cardiotonic drugs;

j . Topical Anesthetics--agents not available in
i njectable formul ati ons;

k. Antidiarrheal agents; and
| . M scellaneous drugs including:

(1) Expectorants with little or no other
phar macol ogi ¢ acti on;

(2) Stomachics; and
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(3) Micolytic agents.

5. Class 5. Drugs found in this class are therapeutic
medi cations for which concentration limts have been
established as well as certain m scell aneous agents. |ncluded
specifically in this class of drugs are agents with very
| ocal i zed action only, such as anti-ulcer drugs and certain
antiallergic drugs. The anticoagul ant drugs are al so included.

C. Permtted race day substances. The foll ow ng substances
have been determ ned to be nonperformance altering and
adm ni stered only for the benefit and wel fare of the horse.
These substances may be adnministered to a horse on race day by
a permt holder when adm ni stered under veterinary supervision
within the limts of this chapter:

1. Intravenous comercially available electrolyte
sol utions including calciumand magnesi um but not i ncluding
bi carbonate, providing such admnistration is a m ni nrum of
three (3) hours prior to the post tine for that horse's race.

2. Conjugated estrogens, not to exceed 25 mlligrans,
providing the horse is on the bleeders |list and adm nistration

is concurrent with furosem de adm ni strati on.

3. Ami nocaproic acid, not to exceed 2.5 grans, providing

the horse is on the bleeders |list and the adm nistration is
concurrent with furosem de adm ni stration.

4. Tranexam ¢ acid, not to exceed 1 gram provided the
horse is on the bleeders |ist and adm nistration i s concurrent

with furosem de adm ni strati on.

11 VAC 10-180-70. Phenyl but azone.
A. Generally. By this regulation, the Virginia Racing

Commi ssion specifically permts the use of phenyl butazone in
racehorses in the quantities provided for in this chapter.
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B. Quantitative testing. Any horse to which phenyl butazone
has been adm ni stered shall be subject to having test sanples
taken at the direction of the comm ssion veterinarian to
determ ne the quantitative |evel of phenyl butazone or the
presence of other substances which may be present.

C. Disciplinary actions. The stewards shall take the
following disciplinary actions for reports of quantitative
testing by the primary testing | aboratory for |evels of
phenyl but azone quantified at | evels above 2.0 m crograns per
mlliliter of plasma in horses follow ng races, qualifying
races, and official timed workouts for the stewards or
comri ssi on veterinarian:

. The stewards shall verbally warn a trainer of a horse
post-race test above 2.0 to below 2.6 m crograns per
iter of plasnm;

2. The stewards shall fine a trainer $500 but not nore
than any purse for the first offense with a post-race test
above 2.6 mcrograns per milliliter to below 5.0 m crograns

per mlliliter of plasnmg;

3. The stewards shall suspend a trainer for 15 days and
di squalify the horse for a second offense with a post-race
test from2.6 mcrograns per mlliliter of plasma and bel ow
5.0 mcrograms of plasm; and

4. The stewards shall suspend a trainer for 15 days and
di squalify the horse for a post-race test of 5.0 m crograns
per milliliter of plasma or above.

5. The stewards, in their discretion, may inpose other
nore stringent disciplinary actions against trainers or other
permt holders who violate the provisions under which
phenyl but azone is permtted by the comm ssion.

11 VAC 10-180-80. Bl eeder nedications.
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A. Generally. By this regulation, the Virginia Racing
Conmi ssion specifically permts the use of furosemde in only
t hose horses that have been placed on the bleeders list by the
st ewar ds.

B. Furosem de.

1. Procedures for usage. The use of furosem de shall be
permtted by the conm ssion only en in horses already on the
bl eeders |ist and under the follow ng circunstances:

a. Furosem de shall be adm nistered intravenously,

i by a private
practitioner who is a permt holder, no | ess than feur three
(3) hours prior to the schedul ed post tine of the race in
whi ch the horse is entered to start.

b. The furosem de dosage adm ni stered shall not
exceed 10 mM (500 ng) and shall not be less than 3 m (150
nmg). Dosage | evels between each race shall not vary by nore
than 3 m (150 ny).

c. The private practitioner, who is a permt hol der,
adm ni stering the furosen de shall deliver to the conm ssion's
office at the racetrack no later than ene hour two hours prior
to post tinme for the race in which the horse is entered a
furosem de treatnment form containing the follow ng:

(1) The trainer's nanme, date, horse's nane, and
horse's identification nunber;

(2) The time furosem de was adm ni stered to the
hor se;

(3) The prior dosage |l evel of furosem de adm nistered
to the horse and the dosage | evel adm nistered for this race;

(4) The barn and stall nunmber; and

(5) The signature of the private practitioner, who is
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a permt hol der.

2. Furosem de quantification. Furosem de |evels nust not
exceed 100 nanograns per milliliter (ng/m) of plasma in
horses adm ni stered furosem de and with urine specific gravity
measuring 1.010 or |ower. Furosem de nust be present in the
pl asma of any horse racing in Virginia which has been
designated in the programas being treated with the substance.

C. Disciplinary actions.

1. For the first violation of the regulation pertaining
to furosem de quantification (subdivision B2 of this section),
the stewards shall issue a witten reprimand to the trainer.

2. For the second violation of the regulation pertaining
to furosem de quantification, (subdivision B2 of this
section), the stewards shall fine the trainer an anmount not to
exceed $500;

3. For the third violation of the regulation pertaining
to furosem de quantification (subdivision B2 of this section),
the stewards shall suspend and/or fine the trainer; and

4. The stewards, in their discretion, may inmpose other
nmore stringent disciplinary actions against trainers or other
permt holders who violate the provisions under which
furosem de is permtted by the comm ssion, regardl ess of
whet her or not the same horse is involved.

D. Program designation. The licensee shall be responsible
for designating in the programthose horses racing on
furosem de. The designation shall also include those horses
making their first er—seecond starts while racing on
furosem de. In the event there is an error, the |licensee shal
be responsi ble for maki ng an announcenent to be made over the
public address system and taking other neans to correct the
i nformation published in the program

E. Renoval fromthe bleeder list. A trainer or owner nay
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renmove his horse fromthe bleeder list only with the
perm ssion of the stewards prior to entering the horse in a
race.

11 VAC 10-180-90. Bicarbonate testing.

A. Cenerally. By this regulation, the Virginia Racing
Comm ssi on prohibits the use of any bicarbonate containing
substance or any substance which effectively alters the serum
or plasma pH or concentration of bicarbonates or carbon
di oxide in the horse.

B. Test values. For a test sanple collected froma horse
one hour following a race in the test barn, the serumtotal

carbon di oxi de concentration shall not exceed 37 mlIlinoles
per liter for horses not adm nistered furosem de prior to
racing or shall not exceed 39 mlIlinoles per liter for horses

adm ni stered furosem de prior to racing. A serumtotal carbon
di oxi de | evel exceeding these values constitutes a positive
test.

C. Testing procedure. The stewards or conm ssion
veterinarian may, at their discretion and at any time, order
the collection of test sanples from any horses present within
the encl osure for determ nation of serum or plasm pH or
concentration of bicarbonate, carbon dioxide, or electrolytes.
A sanpl e shall be taken fromthe horse one hour after racing
to determ ne the serumtotal carbon dioxide concentration. The
procedures for split sanples do not apply to bicarbonate
testing procedures.

D. Positive test results. If the chief racing chen st
determ nes that there is a positive test, he shall send the
sanple to a reference | aboratory for confirmatory testing. If
the reference | aboratory confirms the chief racing chemst's
initial finding, then he shall informthe stewards of the
positive test results.
